For Thanksgiving 


On Dec. 4. 16 19 , a tiny ship ancho red in what is no w the J am es 
Riv er in Virginia. Debarking, the ship’s 38 passengers knelt in pray ­ 
er and celebrated the day as o ne o f thanksgiv ing — po ssibly the 
first such o bserv ance in the New Wo rld. 
Two y ears later the Pilgrims who landed at Ply mo uth set aside a 
day fo r thanksgiv ing and Massachusetts Bay Co lo ny celebrated a 
thanksgiv ing day starting in 16 30. In 18 6 3, President Linco ln desig­ 
nated the fo urth Thursday in No v ember as America’! Thanksgiv ing 
Day . 
The Englishmen who landed at the mo uth o f the J am es Riv er in 
16 19 had sailed fro m their ho meland Sept. 16 , 16 19 , to jo in the gro wing 
co lo ny in Virginia. Their first o rder had read: 
“ Impr wee o rdaine that the day o f o ur ships arriv all at the place 
assigned fo r plantaco n in the land o f Virginia shall be y early and 
perpetually keept ho ly as a day o f Thanksgiv ing to Almighty Go d.” 
Acco unts surv iv e o f the ship's o rder and o f the fact that the first 
Thanksgiv ing was celebrated. But whether it was co mmemo rated fro m 
that y ear o n is unkno wn. 
An Indian m assacre in 16 22 wiped o ut the small settlement at Harri­ 
so n’s Landing, no w the site o f Berkeley Plantatio n, Va. The o nly S4ir- 
v iv o r was a 12-y ear-o ld bo y who was carried away by the Indians. 
As near as can be figured, the ship was captained by J o hn Wo o d- 
leefe. His descendants claim that his o rders, a co py o f which is co n­ 
tained in the “ Virginia Papers” desc ribed in the May , 18 9 9 , Bulletin 
o f the New Yo rk Public Library , were giv en the captain by King 
J am es.

©00 or more of foreign aid wh ich 
we h ave s c a t t e r e d over th e 
Earth like a drunkard. 
Th en, of course, th ere is tile 
up keep of about 650,000 Ameri­ 
can troop s abroad in some 250 
bases. Th e outflow of dollars to 
th ose countries wh ere our bases

folks. 
An excess of sweets in maple su­ 
gar time, of heavy pastry and of 
starches, unrelieved by sufficient 
fresh fruits and vegetables left the 
average digestion in a lamentable 
cqpdltion by springtime. 
This brought about the annual 
dosing with various evil tasting 
concoctions that were supposed to 
clear the blood. 
Oldsters 
still 
shudder 
at 
the 
thought of hop tea and the dreaded 
mixture of sulphur and molasses 
which was poured down many a re­ 
sisting throat in childhood. 
The industrial revolution was a 
blessing to the overworked house­ 
wife. It relieved her of a large part 
of the endless round of duties that 
wore out the pioneer# women so 
pathetically and fatally that count­ 
less numbers of them died in early 
life.

"N ow we can begin to see the 
light,’* say s M. C. Ko blentz, Ohio ’s 
co rrectio n co mmissio ner and head 
man o f the third largest state pris­ 
o n sy stem In the natio n. Ohio has 
11.500 perso ns in custo dy in its 
co rrectio nal institutio ns, 
Transfer o f the 28 Mansfield Re­ 
fo rmato ry 
inmates 
to 
Lebano n 
w as no ro utine mo v e. They are 
the first o f a mass mo v ement o f 
1.500 Mansfield inmates, who in 
ano ther 18 mo nths, will o ccupy the 
Lebano n Co rrectio nal Institutio n, 
no w a building. 
And "Big Red’* Alv ia, the w ard­ 
en who pro bably has brightened 
mo re dark co m ers o f the v ast 
antiquated Ohio Penitentiary with 
his enlightened pro gram than any 
warden in histo ry , will set up sho p 
in a few day s as the first super­ 
intendent at Lebano n.

Sir Henry Cole, an Englishman, 
created the first Christmas card in 
1 8 43. Co le had 1,000 cards designed 
with the greeting, ‘ A

Chrisma* and a 
Hap p y New Year 
to Yo u.” 
The card shows friendly family 
party in p rogress; the older* with 
raised wine glasses in a toast to the 
perso n receiv ing the card Allhough 
Co le was hailed for his idea in 
inv enting the Chrisma* card, and 
ev entually was knighted, hi* greet­ 
ing met with sev ere criticism be 
cause it showed children at the

with the wine drink­ 
ers. 
Ano ther early Christmas card 
was desig ned by William Maw Eg- 
ley o f F.ng land, in 1848, also show­ 
ing peo ple in seasonal activ ities.

lady writing a Christmas letter, [ 
y oung man reading, and other p er­ 
sons dancing, skating and feeding 
the needy .

EA REY Pl'BIXSHERS, meeting 
demands of the time,often inclu ded 
mistletoe decorations and sp rigs 
on their cards. Marcu s Ward and 
Co. of London dep icted what ap p ar­ 
ently was a y oung rov er hastening 
towards the lady of his fancy , hold­ 
ing mistletoe on high. "Ye Mistle-J 
toe Bou gh," said the card of the 
18 00s, "Wishing You a M e r r y 
Christmas.” 
The, first cards were unfolded 
p asteboards p rinted in color. Lat­ 
er, in the 1850s and 1860s, cards 
were die-stamp ed with de s i g n s 
combining ornaments and letter­ 
ing. Larger cards became more 
p op u lar in the 187 0s, a stu dy of 
the antiqu e collection discloses, 
"Father Chrisma*,” the English 
equ iv alent of Santa Claus, early 
became a fav orite decoration for

cially the red rose and p oinsettias,

There were few relig io us scenes 
o n early cards. They were no t 
widely used until Christmas cards 
were printed In America by Ix iuis 
Prang , who is credited with being 
“ the father o f the A m e ri c a n 
Christmas card.” 
He began making Chrismas cards 
in Boston in 187 5, and sp onsored art 
comp etitions to obtain his card dc 
signs. 
Although 
Prang gav e up 
Chrismas cards in the 1890s, he is 
credited with establishing in Ameri­ 
ca the joy of sending and receiv ing 
Chrisma* greetings.

Ceramic Tile Sales Boom; Material No Longer Luxury 


NEW YORK (AP)—The postwar 
building spree has given an old 
timer its biggest sales boom. 
Use of ceramic tile goes hack 
thousands of years. But in just the 
last IO, new techniques and ma­ 
terials have brought it out of the 
luxury class. This and the postwar 
rush of building have boosted sales 
in the United States by 143 per 
cent since 1949. 
The Tile Council of America 
says costs of production and In­ 
stallation have been cut about 20 
per cent since the war. 
The council says it represents 
27 manufactursrs turning out more 
than 90 per cent of domestic-made 
ceramic floor and wall tile. It says 


many of the new techniques and 
materials were developed at its 
own research center at Princeton, 
N J. 
Department of Commerce con­ 
struction figures put the 1947 -49 
average annual production of ce- 
j ramie tile at 104,800,000 square 
feet, and output in the 12 months 
ending June 30, 1959, at 235,950,000 
square feet. 
The council’s figures show 99,- 
146,000 square feet turned out IO 
years ago. It estimates this year’s 
production will reach 241 
million 
square feet. It says facilities have 
been expanded to bring present 
production capacify to about 37 5 
million square feet a year. 


Like many other manufacturers, 
the tile makers are seeing their 
newly found bonanza threatened 
by foreign invaders. The volume 
of imported tile is rising fast. And 
the council says this year’s tide of 
foreign ceramic building materials 
may capture 20 per cent of the 
American market. 
The council, like similar indus­ 
try groups, bewails the “ exploita­ 
tion of low-paid labor which per­ 
mits foreign producers” to under­ 
sell Americans. 
At the end of the war, domestic 
tile manufacturers offered about 
30 
different colors. Today they 
show more than 200. In the post­ 
war years a trend toward diversity 


in size, shape and texture, offering 
the architect a large number of 
combinations, 
also 
has 
boosted 
use. 
Increased production, along with 
the less costly materials and pro­ 
cesses, 
helped 
bring 
the 
prico 
down within reach of more resi­ 
dential and commercial building 
budgets. The tile salesmen also 
make much of its fairly cheap 
maintenance, which has a dollar 
and cents appeal to the commer­ 
cial building operator.

The Englishmen who landed at the mouth of the Jam es River in 
1619 had sailed from their homeland Sept. 16, 1619, to join the growing 
colony in Virginia. Their first order had read: 
“ Impr wee ordaine that the day of our ships arrivall at the place 
assigned for plantacon in the land of Virginia shall be yearly and 
perpetually keept holy as a day of Thanksgiving to Almighty God.” 
Accounts survive of the ship’s order and of the fact that the first 
Thanksgiving was celebrated. But whether it was commemorated from 
that year on is unknown. 
An Indian m assacre in 1622 wiped out the small settlement at Harri­ 
son’s Landing, now the site of Berkeley Plantation, V a. The only sur­ 
vivor was a 12-year-old boy who was carried away by the Indians. 
As near as can be figured, the ship was captained by John Wood- 
leefe. His descendants claim that his orders, a copy of which is con­ 
tained in the “ Virginia Papers” described in the May, 1899, Bulletin 
of the New York Public Library, were given the captain by King 
Jam es.

son are completely false.” 
I was McIntosh who broke up 
the cross burning attempt at Dr.

Electronic Auto Safety 


In achieving g r e a t e r traffic safety, 
which is most im portant—curbing irre­ 
sponsible and careless drivers, or making 
aulf mobiles and highways safer? 
Some new thoughts on this old question 
are offered in a report by the Safety Re­ 
search Institute of Columbia University. 
The researchers found that most acci­ 
dents are caused by the inherent lim ita­ 
tions of human beings to cope with the 
problems in driving high-powered automo­ 
biles. “ No driver is immune to unsafe 
driving behavior,” the report states. And 
the human factor is blamed for BO to 85 
pei cont of all accidents. 
From this, the experts drew the conclus­ 
ion that long-range approaches will be cen- 
essar; if driving is to be improved. But 
they despaired of any success in this field 
immediately. 
So, they truned to the im provem ent of 
aul (mobiles as the way to cut the traffic 
toll now. The declared that 75 per cent of 
all traffic fatalities could be reduced to in­ 
juries if cars included shock-absorbing in- 
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tenors and doors that did not fly open, 
seats and cushions that did not become 
displaced, and adequate devices such as 
safety belts to keep people in their seats. 
And. the report said, m any accidents could 
be prevented entirely with autom atic car 
and road devices to m easure such “ten­ 
sion responses” as the strength of the driv­ 
e r’s grip on the steering wheel, the heart 
rate, frequency and m agnitude of head 
m ovem ents, breathing cycle characteris­ 
tics and hand trem or. 
These devices, now possible in a system 
of electronic 
highways, would 
w arn a 
‘driver when he was incapable of driving 
safely and “ even relieve him of control 
abd take over the driving.”

Not All Heart Ills Serious 


Does U.S. Mean Uncle Sucker? 


The politician, in a free coun­ 
try, prefers optimism. He likes 
to please as many voters as he 
can and he likes to voters to 
think well of him. He exhibits a 
keen mind by a swift answer to 
the 
most 
intricate 
problems, 
even if his answers are o n l y 
glib. 
When, however, it 
comes 
to 
such a subject as the continued 
outflow' of the dollar from this 
country, a politician’s optimism 
can be very dangerous. 
As John R. Gibson, in “T h e 
Wall Street Journal,” correctly 
says of the excessive outflow of 
both the dollar and gold: 
“ At stake, ultimately, may be 
nothing less than the danger that 
the dollar, which baa been the 
world’s strongest c u r r e n c y , 
might have to be devalued —an 
event that would mean painful 
price rises and savings lasses for 
Americans.” 
Dollars are leaving tins coua 
try in many ways and for many 
reasons. Foremost are our nu­ 
merous forms 
of 
foreign 
aid, 
much of which goes to countries 
that no longer require aid. 
The problem has ceased to be 
economic and has become politi­ 
cal. We aid to keep a country 
e i t h e r on our side or at least 
neutral. In several instances we 
have exported a great many dol­ 
lars to Tito, Nehru and Nasser 
and have got no genuine good­ 
will in return. This is probably 
true of much of the $100,000,000,- 
000 or more of foreign aid which 
we have s c a t t e r e d over the 
Earth like a drunkard. 
Then, of course, there is the 
upkeep of about 650,000 Ameri­ 
can troops abroad in some 250 
bases. Tile outflow of dollars to 
those countries where our ba.ses 
are situated is enormous, not 
only for b u i l d i n g m aterials, 
maintenance, but also for the 
daily expenditures of each mili­ 
tary man and his family, if any. 
All lliotC dollars go abroad and 
they do not come back to the 
United States fast enough. 
In addition to all this, t h e r e 
are other forms of aid and pri­ 
vate investments abroad, a n d 
the deposits in Switcrland and 
other countries to avoid and ev­ 
ade taxes. 
These are matter* about which 
our government has a l w a y s 
known and the danger has al­ 
ways been apparent. The Admin­ 
istration has not only not taken 
any rational steps to protect the 
American dollar and o s a f e 
guard our gold reserves but it 
has continued to spend 
abroad 
and to support the currencies of 
other nations until now we are in 
real danger. And so now we act 
as though we are running to a 
fire. 
A new complication is the es­ 
tablishment of the Six Nation 
Common Market in Europe, led 
by West Germany and 
France, 
and the Seven Nation Free Mar-

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ket led by Great Britain. To this 
must be added the Soviet Bloc 
nations. These three groupings 
of countries can close the contin­ 
ent of E u r o p e to American 
trade. We shall, of course, be­ 
latedly take reprisals and the 
world will be in such a trade 
war as has never been witness­ 
ed before. 
One thing that both the Com­ 
mon Market and the Free Mar­ 
ket must not force the American 
people to believe is this conclus­ 
ion: 
“ Sure, when during World War 
II and between 1945 and 
1957, 
we broke and in despair, you 
Americans very generously car­ 
ried the burden of looking after 
all of us and the rest of the 
world to the tune of close to 
$100,000,000,000. You practically 
put a capital levy on your peo­ 
ple. You taxed their initiative 


away. You permitted us to in­ 
vade your markets and in many 
instances you arranged it so that 
your people paid more for goods 
than was charged in the world 
market. 
“ We admit that you have been 
very generous ami that y o u r 
generosity is a mark of the pro­ 
gress of civiliaHon. 
“ But now’ we are doing very 
well, thank you. In fact, we are 
d o i n g remarkably 
well. 
We 
know that you 
are in trouble 
and we are very sorry for you. 
In fact, we should like to help 
you. 
“ But please, don t do anything 
to rock the boat. There are prac­ 
tically no steps you can take that 
will 
not 
hurt 
us. 
Therefore, 
please be careful 
not to take 
such steps as will hurt us.”

Heart disease generally results 
in heart trouble. But heart trouble 
does not necessarily result from 
heart disease. 
Some heart troubles are simply 
that—troubles. They have no con­ 
nection with any disease. 
Some of them should cause no 
concern, others are signals of real 
trouble. Still other signals, such as 
shortness of breath, might mean 
something relatively unimportant. 
We call these fairly common 
complaints “ functional heart trou­ 
ble.” Heart trouble can be traced 
to these conditions far more often 
By George Sokolsky I than it can to heart disease. 
The usual symptoms of function­ 
al heart trouble are pains in the 
chest, heart-ache. faintness, easy 
fatigue and irregular heartbeats. 
Trimbling. dizziness and sighing 
might be other signals. 
Now pain in the chest, even near 
the heart, does 
not 
necessarily 
mean that you have heart trouble. 
It might he caused by something 
completely unrelated to 
im portant of all organs. 
Nor is irregular beating of the 
heart always something to get ex­ 
cited about. Although it might feel 
as though your heart skips a beat, 
this really is not the case. Actural- 
ly, the sensation is caused by ex­ 
tra beats. 
The heart may beat very rapidly 
for brief periods without anything 
really serious being wrong.

I don’t mean to imply by all of 
this that the heart irregularities 
w'hieh I have mentioned should be 
ignored. Unfortunately, we can’t 
often tell the harmless from the 
harmful without a thorough exam ­ 
ination. O b v i o u s l y , then. you 
should report every odd occur­ 
rence to your doctor. 
But if he tells you that your heart 
trouble is “ functional,” and not to 


worry about it, believe him. Some­ 
times so-called heart trouble is 
completely harmless.

Lefkowitz obtained a State Su­ 
preme Court order to examine 46 
witnesses in his investigation of 
the international operation. 
He said at a news conference

He identified the Tangier firm 
as the International Guaranty & 
Insurance Co. 
The court order, signed by Jus­

in Idaho and one each in Utah, 
Washington and Maryland. 
Lefkowitz contended that the in­ 
surance company does not nave 
sufficient assets to insure the de­ 
positors’ accounts.

Ohio Quietly Launches One of Top 
Penal Programs in Entire Nation 


By ART PARKS 
COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P)—A few 
days ago, 28 inm ates of Mansfield 
R eform atory w ere transferred to 
the Lebanon Honor F arm , Ohio 
P enitentiary 
W arden 
Ralph 
W. 
Alvis 
stepped 
out 
and 
Beryle 
Sacks succeeded him . 
On th eir faces, those little news 
Item s would appear to be a p art 
of the routine operation of Ohio’s 
big prison system . 
But, add them up and they m ark 
the dawn of one of the nation’s 
m ost m odern penal program s. 
•‘Now we can begin to see the 
light,” says M. C. Koblentz, Ohio’s 
correction com m issioner and head 
m an of the third largest state pris­ 
on system in the nation. Ohio has 
11.500 persons in custody in its 
correctional institutions. 
T ransfer of the 28 Mansfield Re­ 
form atory 
inm ates 
to 
Lebanon 
w as no routine move. They are 
the first of a m ass m ovem ent of 
1.500 Mansfield inm ates, who in 
another 18 m onths, will occupy the 
Lebanon Correctional Institution, 
now a building. 
And “ Big Red” Alvis, the w ard­ 
en who probably has brightened 
m ore dark corners of the vast 
antiquated Ohio Penitentiary with 
his enlightened program than any 
w arden in history, will set up shop 
in a few days as the first super­ 
intendent at Lebanon. 
Events of the last few days will 
set off a chain reaction w’hich, 
eventually, will result in the great 
est 
reshuffling 
program 
Ohio’s 
prison system ever has known. 
The aim of the big brains-plus- 
brieks program — which probably 
will cost Ohio about 50 million 
dollars over the course of a de­ 
cade — is quite sim ple: 
To try to m ake better men of 
the 08 per cent of Ohio’s prison 
inm ates who will, in the eourse of 
years, be released to rejoin soci­ 
ety. 
When the reshuffling is finished, 
the state will have virtually two 
prison system s for men—one for 
northern Ohio and t^e ot^er for 
the southern half of the state. 
M ansfield Reform atory, built in 
1896. 
will 
be 
converted 
into 
a 
m axim um 
. security orison for 
about 1.800 adult men. Tv,e north­ 
ern OMo system also will include 
the 
M arion Correctional Institu­ 
tion. com nleted in 1955. and a sim ­ 
ila r institution at a site yet to he 
seleced 
in 
north-central 
Ohio 
Boh M arion and the north-central 
institution will have e d a c itie s of 
1,500. Both are intended for young­ 
er inm ates. 
Tn 
the 
process 
of converting 
M ansfield to a npniteoHary, about 
half its population will be trans 
ferred to the new leb an o n Cor 
reg io n al 
Institution.

half will go to the north-central 
about 1964, according to present 
plans.

As soon as 
the population of Ohio Penitentiary 
can be reduced to about 2.500 fits

downtown Columbus—of the giant 
prison which now is nearly 90 years 
old. 
More than 2 800 men are housed 
behind the high rre v walls of the 
penitentiary less than a mile from 
the state capitol.

of the facilities of the Limn State 
Hospital to the Correcion D ivi­ 
sion.

Alvis and Koblentz were there to 
help with Sacks* briefing. 
‘‘Tile days of the cram ped, four- 
m an cell are passing,” said Kob­ 
lentz, “ And the sooner the better. 
Take a look at the Marion Cor­ 
rectional 
Institution 
where 
we 
have 400 one-m an cells and you 
begin to get the picture. Visit l e ­ 
banon next year and you will get 
the whole story—1,500 one • man 
cells and no dorm itories 
“ The chances of a man getting 
him self straightened out are far 
better, we have found, if he can 
have 
some 
privacy, having 
his 
private cell gives a man a chance 
to study—to think. At leb an o n , 
an inm ate will be able to earn 
the right to go to class in the 
evenings if he wishes or to go to 
the library. H e’ll have a hall pass 
ju st like a high school student. 
“ Until the lights-out hour, the 
cell doors will be unlocked. 
“ You know.” the com m issioner 
added, “ we have changed many 
of our ideas about security. The 
m ain reason that, until recently, 
there had been co prison construc­ 
tion in Ohio for 30 years is that it 
w as too expensive. We thought the 
w alls between cells had to be this j 
thick.” 
Koblentz held his hands about 
two feet apart. 
“ Now w e’re building them much I 
thinner, 
lf an inm ate knocks a 
hole 
in 
the 
wall 
and 
crawls 
through, so what? He’s still in a 
cell. isn’t he? 
“ We’ve com e to the conclusion 
th at security lies in the cellblock, 


at the 
gate 
and at the 
g u a rd ; 
tow ers.” 
Question: 
W arden 
Alvis, 
you 
have been at Ohio Penitentiary 12 
years. W hat are the changes in 
prison life in those years? W hat, 
prim arily, have you been trying 
to do? 
“ Most of all, we have been try ­ 
ing to m ake sure every m an has 
a chance to keep his self respect, 
to rem ain a m an. 
“ If we know a m an’s first nam e, 
we try to use it. We don’t shave 
their heads anym ore; we even al­ 
low sideburns about a half inch 
long.” 
Q. W hat have been the results 
of this self-respect em phasis? 
“ For one thing, m any of those 
inm ates whose chief problem w as 
alcohol are m aking good records 
rn the outside. Those who keep 
their self respect are likely to 
keep their fam ily ties m ore close­ 
ly knit.

Christmas Card Use Universal 


T h e re ’s 
quite 
a 
story 
behind 
those C hrism a* c a rd s you’ll send 
and receive this year. 
For a custom that is so w ell-es­ 
tablished, 
that 
of 
exchanging 
yuletide greetings, is am azingly 
new —just over a century old— 
for it was in 184:1 that the first 
C hristm as card w as published in 
England. 
Since then,the sending of C hrist­ 
m as ca rd s has becom e alm ost uni­ 
versal. 
although in some 
lands 
greetings a re sent on New Y e a r ’s 
Day instead of Dec. 25 
Sir Henry Cole, an E nglishm an, 
created the first C hristm as c ard in 
1843. Cole had 1,000 card s designed

The card show's friendly fam ily 
party in pro gress; the olders with 
raised wine glasses in a toast to the 
person receiving the card.

M arcus W ard and 
Co. of London depicted w hat a p p a r - 1 
ently was a young rov er hastening 
tow ards the lady of his fancy, hold­ 
ing mistletoe on high. “ Ye Mistle- J 
toe B ough,” said the card of the 
1860s, “ Wishing You a M e r r y ! 
C h ristm as.” 


The, first card s w ere unfolded 
pasteboards printed in color. L a t­ 
er. in the 1850s and 1860s, card s 
were die-stam ped with d e s i g n s 
combining orn am en ts and lette r­ 
ing. L arg er c ard s b ecam e more

Ceramic Tile Sales Boom; Material No Longer Luxury 


NEW YORK (AP)—The postwar 
building spree has given an old 
timer its biggest sales boom. 
Use of ceramic tile goes back 
thousands of years. But in just the 
last IO, new techniques and m a­ 
terials have brought it out of the 
luxury class. This and the postwar 
rush of building have boosted sales 
in the United States by 143 per 
cent since 1949. 
The Tile Council of America 
says costs of production and in­ 
stallation have been cut about 20 
per cent since the war. 
The council says it represents 
27 manufacturers turning out more 
than 90 per cent of domestic-made 
ceramic floor and wall tile. It says 


many of the new techniques and 
m aterials were developed at its 
own research center at Princeton, 
N.J. 
Department of Commerce con­ 
struction figures put the 1947-49 
average annual production of ce­ 
ram ic tile at 10-4,800,000 square 
feet, and output in the 12 months 
I ending June 30, 1959, at 235,956,000 
square feet. 
The council’s figures show 99,- 
146,000 square feet turned out IO 
years ago. It estim ates this year’s 
production will reach 241 million 
square feet. It says facilities have 
been expanded to bring present 
production capacity to about 375 
million square feet a year. 


Like many other m anufacturers, 
the tile makers are seeing their 
newly found bonanza threatened 
by foreign invaders. The volume 
of imported tile is rising fast. And 
the council says this year’s tide of 
foreign ceramic building m aterials 
may capture 20 per cent of the 
American market. 
The council, like sim ilar indus­ 
try groups, bewails the "exploita­ 
tion of low-paid labor which per­ 
mits foreign producers” to under­ 
sell Americans. 
At the end of the war, domestic 
tile manufacturers offered about 
30 different colors. Today they 
show more than 200. In the post­ 
war years a trend toward diversity 


in size, shape and tex tu re, offering 
the architect a large n um ber of 
combinations, 
also 
has 
boosted 
use. 
Increased production, along with 
the less costly materials and pro­ 
cesses, 
helped 
bring 
the 
price 
down within reach of more re si­ 
dential and commercial building 
budgets. The tile salesmen also 
make much of its fairly cheap 
maintenance, which has a d ollar 
and cents appeal to the com m er­ 
cial building operator.
